By 
Seditious Preachers, axd Catechiſts, /et ap, ſent out, Maintained, and 
direfted what to Preach in their Own,or other Private,or Publick Conventicles, 
and Field-Meetines. By ſetting up falſe pretended Titles to the Succeſſion of 
the Crown; and Animating Diffrem Parties, one againſt another, on this or 
ſuch 0 ke Falſe pretences, to Arm and put the People in blood, apon the Kings 
Death.

Oath, the Prieſts would all flow into Thoſe Parties that ſhould be exempred 
from this Teſt,and carry on their Deſiges without either Trial or daxger. 

Now to wind up this Diſcourſe, in a plain and clear Dilemma. It 
mult be granted, either that the Papiffs have a Deſign upon the 472g, 
Religiox, and Government, and that they advance it by aCting the Parts 
of Quakers, Anabaptiſts, Presbyteriars, and Other Seftaries, or z0t. No man, 
Ipreſume will dare to Queſtion the Truth of the DoQors Depolition ; 
forin ſo doing he would imply a ftrange abuſe impos'd upon the Natt- 
on. But on the other ſide, admitting ir to ke true ; there can be no ſe-

Famatick, and the Fanatickthe Feſt. 

It the main afſertion be true, there's no way of finding out the Papiſts, 
but by thi Teſt : and the Diſſenters themſelves, if they would have Popery 
terretted out in good Earneſt, cannot chuſe but encou: age the Propoti- 
tion. Either they have Prieſts among them or they have zot:1t they have, 
why do they not do the beſt they can to find them out ?

And again, either the Ncn-Conformiſts are 
influenc'd by the Zeſnits or they are zot - If they be, why do they not do 
all that is poſſible toward the Purging of their Copgregations ? It they be 
zot {0 Influenc'd, why do they pretend that they are, and ſo ſet the Sad- 
ale upon the wrong Horſe? And yet again ; either it is poſſible to clear their 
Copwerticles of this dangerous Mixture, or it 1s z0t : It it be Frf/ible, why 
do they ſtill complain of it, and do nothing i#'t? Tt it be /7f[.ble, there is 
no way of Zxtirpating Popery, but by rooting out Famaticiſm.
